the tim e lim it to the pastorate of the 
m inisters. 
Dr. A. B. Leonard, of New 
York, gave a most encouraging report 
of the m issionary work, for which cause 
this conference gave $22,665 the last 
year. 
Mrs. Dr. R. S. Rust, of Cincin­ 
nati, originator of the Home Mission­ 
ary society, also gave an encouraging 
report of th at part of the work. A large 
class of m inisters was received into full 
membership.

The resolutions, after pledging the 
state’s electoral vote to the nominees 
of the St. Louis convention, declare for 
a protective tariff and the reciprocity 
policy of Jam es G. Blaine; demand the 
restriction of im m igration, at least to 
the exclusion of the totally ignorant 
and illiterate; declare against the ap­ 
propriation of public money for sec­ 
ta ria n schools; 
dem and the enforce­ 
m ent of the Monroe doctrine; extends 
sym pathy to Cuba, and concludes: 
"W e present to the national conven­ 
tion for nom ination as president and 
urge all our delegates to 
give 
their 
earnest, united and active support to 
a fearless leader, tried in many hard 
conflicts, a man of national reputation, 
of unblemished character, unswerving 
Republicanism 
and 
great 
abilities, 
Thom as B. Reed of Maine.”

Metallic Currency for Rum la. 
London, March 28.—A dispatch to the 
Times from St. Petersburg, says: 
‘‘Al­ 
though not officially announced, it is be­ 
lieved that the use of a m etallic cur­ 
rency is im m inent. 
The proposed re­ 
form consists in 
coining 
new 
gold 
pieces corresponding in value to 
the 
present paper rouble, while the state 
bank will cease to issue paper on ac­ 
count of the exchequer, the note issue 
being placed on a sim ilar basis to that 
of the banks of England and France. 
The existing paper will be withdraw n 
in exchange for the new gold roubles. 
The silver rouble will be compulsory 
between private persons up to fifty rou­ 
bles, while the exchequer will receive it 
to any am ount except in paym ent of 
customs duties.” 


Talk of Fusion In Texus. 
Ausin, Tex., March 28.—A report is 
current th a t the leaders of the repub­ 
licans and the populists have a scheme 
to fuse, the republicans to vote for the 
populist nominees for state officers and 
the populists to put republican electors 
on their ballots. 
If this fusion is ac­ 
complished it will endanger Texas as 
a democratic state this 
year. 
The 
movement, it is said, was put on foot 
at Dallas two weeks ago by Edward 
Green, W. K. Makeson and other prom­ 
inent republicans and 
leading poli- 
ticians here say it will be successfully 
carried out. 


Remark of the New York Statesman 
Offends 
Senator 
Elkins—Cnban 
Resolutions Held Back—Deficiency 
Estimates Sent to the Honse—Gen­ 
eral Washington News. 


W ashington, March 28.—In the sen­ 
ate on Friday Senator 
Morrill 
pre­ 
sented a favorable report on the bi ii 
proposing the purchase of a square op­ 
posite the east front of the capitol, ad­ 
jacent to the new congressional li­ 
brary, for a supreme court building. 
The legislative appropriation bill wa? 
then taken up. The pending question 
was the motion of Senator Sherman to 
strike out all provisions relating to the 
change of com pensation from fees to 
salaries for United States district a t­ 
torneys and m arshals. 
An acrimonious political debate de­ 
veloped and brought on two sharp per­ 
sonal exchanges between Mr. Hill and 
Mr. Elkins, and between Mr. Brice and 
Mr. Elkins. 
The controversy arose 
over Mr. H ill’s motion to strike from 
the pending appropriation bill the pro­ 
posed change of the date of assembling 
the New Mexico legislature from De­ 
cember to May. 
Mr. Hill bitterly de­ 
nounced 
the 
change as a “political 
trick,” which had been “sneaked into” 
this appropriation bill in order, as he 
claimed, to postpone the meeting of the 
democratic legislature in the hope that 
a republican president would be elected 
and the political control of the terri­ 
tory changed. 
Mr. Elkins protested against the use 
of the words “sneaked in.” 
The ex­ 
change between the senators was very 
anim ated, but Mr. Hill persisted in the 
use of his adjectives. 
He went on to 
assert th at appropriation bills should 
not be made “sewers” to receive 
all 
the “scraps” every one m ight seek to 
put into them. 
Mr. Brice sought to question Mr. El­ 
kins, when the latter brought up the of­ 
fensive personal dispatch 
which 
had 
been sent to Mr. Brice from New Mex­ 
ico. 
The debate took a wide range. 
Senators Gorman, Faulkner, Cockrell 
and other dem ocrats attacking the pro­ 
vision as political, while Senators El­ 
kins, Carter, Cullom and other repub­ 
lican senators defended it. 
Mr. Cul­ 
lom sought to table Mr. H ill’s motion, 
but a motion to this effect failed—21 to 
29—whereupon Mr. Cullom yielded to 
the Hill motion and the New Mexico 
provision was struck o u t 
At the close of the day the senate 
passed the legislative appropriation 
bill, carrying $21,500,000. 
Aside from 
providing the usual appropriations the 
bill is im portant in effecting a reform of 
the system of compensation for United 
States district attorneys and marshals. 
salaries being substituted for fees. The 
senate adjourned until Monday.

Omaha, Neb., March 28.—A 
severe 
wind and rain storm prevailed in Ne­ 
braska Friday.

Early in the m orning a heavy rain be­ 
gan throughout the state, which lasted 
until noon.

Federation of Labor Officials Ask Locals 
to Declare for Free Coinage- 
Indianapolis, Ind., March 28.—Under 
the direction of President Gompers and 
Secretary McCraith the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor has been m ailing to 
all affiliated unions in the country a 
circular letter and resolutions, which 
the locals are requested to adopt, in­ 
dorsing the free coinage of silver at 
a ratio of 16 to I. The federation at its 
last national convention in New York 
indorsed the free coinage of silver. 
It 
is deemed advisable, the circular says, 
th a t if anything is to result from that 
indorsem ent the unions throughout the 
country must take up the fight. 
The 
resolution asks congress to pass a free- 
coinage 16-to-l law, “w ithout waiting 
for the aid or consent of any other na­ 
tion. We are of the opinion that to do 
so would relieve the present monetary 
stringency 
and 
contribute 
toward 
bringing to us a return of 
national 
prosperity.” 
The officers of 
the federation say 
President Gompers will not discuss the 
probable effect of the movement, but he 
intim ates that the party th at does not 
satisfy the free-silver people in its na­ 
tional platform will not be able to get 
the labor vote next fall.

W ashington, March 28.—The secre­ 
tary of the treasury has sent to the 
house estim ates of the general defi­ 
ciency in departm ental appropriations 
for the year ending June 30, 1896, 
am ounting to $2,905,072, and for the 
postal service payable from the postal 
revenues of $1,421,600. 


Demonstration In Manitoba Against the 
Proposed Act. 
W innipeg, Man., March 28.—A small 
dem onstration was had here 
Friday 
night to protest against the passage of 
the remedial schools bill by the do­ 
minion government. The procession 
proceeded to the parliam ent building, 
where the bill wras ignited, but the at­ 
tem pt was only a partial success. An 
indignant citizen attem pted to stop the 
procession 
entering 
the 
parliam ent 
grounds 
by presenting a rifle at the 
crowd, but his friends interposed and 
there was no more disturbance. 
Public opinion is practically solid 
against dominion interference with the 
public school system, but many friends 
of the latter did not favor any demon­ 
stration pending 
the 
result of 
the 
friendly negotiations now in progress 
between Manitoba and the dominion for 
the settlem ent of the disturbing ques­ 
tion. 


To Be an Exciting Convention. 
Guthrie, O. T., March 28.—Every­ 
thing indicates that the republican ter> 
ritorial convention at Oklahoma City 
today will be exciting from start to 
finish, both the Reed and McKinley 
factions claiming a m ajority. A move­ 
ment has been started by the taxpay­ 
ers of the party for a resolution de­ 
claring that no delegate shall be eject­ 
ed who does not own real estate in the 
territory, and there will be a hard fight 
on this.

Champaign, 111., March 28.—Public 
opinion does not indorse the Champaign 
county grand jury which indicted Gov. 
Altgeld and the members of the board 
of trustees of the University of Illinois 
for alleged refusal or neglect to comply 
with the Illinois flag law. The feeling 
of the people has reached such a stage 
that a formal call was issued for a mass 
meeting of citizens of this city and vi­ 
cinity to be held this evening “to give 
expression to local sentim ent in regard 
to the indictm ent of the governor and 
trustees of the university by the grand 
jury of Champaign county.” 
It has leaked out that the grand jury 
also returned an indictm ent against the 
Rev. 
Father A. J. W agner, pastor of 
St. Mary’s Catholic church, in this city, 
for non-compliance with the law in neg­ 
lecting to float the stars and stripes 
from the top of St. M ary’s school build­ 
ing, a parochial sc hool connected with 
his church. Ha holds that the law does 
not cover parochial schools, and says 
that he is perfectly willing tc float the 
stars and stripes every day in the year 
if the public will furnish the flag.

I t is a well-known fact th at about El 
per cent of women are more or less sub­ 
ject to headache, says Dr. W hitm yer hi 
the New7 York W orld.

overwork. 
But 
they are not indicated in the case of the 
young woman who has absolutely no 
respect for her digestive apparatus, and 
who pays no attention whatever to the 
ordinary requirem ents of nature. Much 
of her trouble could be avoided if she 
would get up a little earlier, take a 
gobletful of hot w ater an hour before 
breakfast, avoid haste in eating, mas­ 
ticate her food properly, and attend to 
the dem ands of nature with some de­ 
gree of regularity. 
If her home is not 
to far away she should walk to and from 
her pkice of employment. She may in 
th is way escape a common 
cause of 
headache—the vitiated and frequently 
malodorous atm osphere of a crowded 
car. 
Instead of sending the office boy out 
for a lunch consisting of a sandw ich, 
and apple, and 
a glass of milk, 
she 
should go out herself, take a brisk: walk 
of a few blocks, and eat a light lunch.

S te a lin g Is an 
H ereditary 
and U ecog 


nized P rofession in tb e Orient. 
The Indian thief is a much more ar­ 
tistic m arauder than his w estern broth­ 
e r in iniquity, says a correspondent in 
the Journal of the Asiatic Society of 
Bengal. For one thing, thieving is an 
hereditary 
profession. 
For 
another 
th in g the Indian robber is (according to 
h is lights) above all things a pious rob­ 
ber; thus he would not dream of set­ 
tin g out upon an expedition 
without 
paying homage and offering sacrifices 
to the deities who watch over his wel­ 
fare. It is a melancholy thing to learn, 
however, th a t a female deity is invari­ 
ably found to be the tutelary patroness 
of Indian robbers and thieves. In north­ 
ern India the robbers’ goddess is know n 
variously as Deva, Kali, or Mata. It is 
a cardinal article of faith with the Ben­ 
gal robber th at he enjoys the special 
protection of this deity, and as a m at­ 
te r of gratitude rather than of propitia­ 
tion he generally gives her p art of the. 
booty on his return from a successful 
foray. In the earlier days the ante-ex­ 
peditionary worship often took the form 
-of hum an sacrifice, but this atrocity has 
yielded to the civilising influences of 
tim e. 
In the Punjab tbe sacrifice of 
cheep or goats wras quite the custom ary 
prelim inary to a dacojty of the most 
bloodthirsty kind, and at stated inter­ 
vals individual worship was combined 
into a regular fair. One of these fairs 
still survives at Mansa Devi, 
in the 
A m bala district, where last year there 
w as a gathering of some 20,000 people, 
though these are to-day by no means to 
be classed as thieves. 


F low er Girls in Real U fa . 
The “flower girls” of Italy are worse 
th a n the peddlers. 
The “girl” is usually a plum p and 
picturesque creature, aged 
anywhere 
from 25 to 40, and possessed of “nerve” 
even beyond her years. She flourishes 
best in Venice and Naples, but there 
is no certainty of escaping her any­ 
where.

Revile him.
